Vandalism at cemeter 
Nixon denies personal 
part in tape gap 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For­ 
mer President Richard M. Nix ­ 
on has denied under oath “ per­ 
sonal responsibility ” for the 
18V2-minute g ap in a White 
House tape recorded three day s 
after the Waterg ate break-in, 
his lawy ers disclosed today . 
The tape g ap remains one of 
the my steries of the Waterg ate 
scandals which drov e Nix on to 
resig n. 
The disclosure came at a 
hearing before a special three- 
judg e court created to consider 
Nix on’s attempts to reg ain con­ 
trol and possession of the tapes 
and 42 million documents and 
papers accumulated during his 
5V2-y ear presidency . 
Nix on lawy er Herbert J . Mil­ 
ler J r. said the g ov ernment, in 
seeking to retain control of the 


Nix on materials, has 
ques­ 
tioned the 6 2-y ear-old former 
President’s character. 
“ They say Mr. Nix on is un­ 
trustworthy , Mr. Nix on will dis­ 
tort the record, that Mr. Nix on 
created the lS^-minute g ap,” 
Miller said. “ With respect to 
the 18V2-minute g ap, Mr. Nix on 
was interrog ated by the office 
of the special prosecutor.” 
Nix on testified in a special 
session before two members of 
a Waterg ate g rand jury last 
J une. 
Referring to that testimony , 
Miller said, “ Let them (the 
J ustice Department) challeng e 
that his (Nix on’s) responsibility 
(for the tape g ap) was denied 
under oath.” 
Lawy ers for the former presi­ 
dent claim Nix on has a con- 
Somewhere between 25 and 50 tombstones, urns and 
statues were pushed ov er during the weekend in the latest 
in a series of v andalisms at Dix on’s Oakwood Cemetery . 
Tall monuments, some dating to the mid 18 00’s were 
shov ed off their bases. Some were broken. Urns were 
tumbled. Some g rav e markers were uprooted. Heads 
were broken off statues. 
The path of the damag e indicates the v andals rode 
throug h the cemetery by automobile and jumped out to 
perform their acts of damag e. Almost all of the damag e 
was along the roadway s. 
J im G. Burke, commissioner of public property , said 
this morning , he has not talked to his fellow city council 
members as y et, but that a “ substantial reward,” for 
information leading to the arrest and conv iction of the 
v andals would be offered. 
“ I intend to propose at the nex t city council meeting ,” 
he added, “ that we put g ates on the Dement Av enue and 
111. 38 entrances to the cemetery , along with warning sig ns 
that any one found in the cemetery after the g ates are 
closed for the nig ht will be subject to criminal prosecution 
as trespassers. I feel it would g iv e us iron-clad g rounds for 
prosecution. If they are in there after the g ates close, they 
are in v iolation of the law. Who knows, nex t time it could 
be defacing some of the monuments with sledg e ham­ 
mers.” 
Two y ears ag o the cemetery was hard hit by v andals. 
In that instance, stones were broken, most of them were 
the ty pe which would be impossible to replace today . 
Oakwood Supt. Ed Slain said ov er the Labor Day 
weekend this y ear, someone broke into the maintenance 
building at the cemetery and drov e out all of the v ehicles 
and pieces of equipment. 
“ Tracks in the g rav el indicated they drov e wildly in 
the maintenance area,” he said. “ They damag ed the hood 
of one truck. Then they drov e all the equipment back into 
the building , raked their footprints off the dirt floor and 
smeared all the steering wheels with g rease.” 
Siam said he and his workers were still assessing me 
latest damag e. 
The incident occurred Saturday nig ht he said. Sunday 
he found many statues of the Madonna and urns in the 
Catholic section scattered, some broken. Sometime Sun­ 
day v isitors to the cemetery replaced some of them, he 
added. 
He pointed out a fountain near the 111. 38 entrance to 
the cemetery . 
“ That fountain is really pretty ,” he ex plained. “ We 
can g et it in working order and inv ariably when we come 
back after a weekend, it will be damag ed.'

38 and Lincoln 
Hig hway in Rochelle, was J en­ 
nifer Rodg ers, Rochelle. 
Named as defendants in the 
suit are Hardees Inc., the City 
of Rochelle, Continental Tele­ 
phone Co., Rochelle; Spiro and 
Stamata Stav rakas, owners of 
the Beacon Restaurant, Ro­ 
chelle; J ohn Nink, owner of 
Hardees property ; Thomas 
Winebaug h and Dary l Richard­ 
son, both of Rochelle. 
According to the suit, Rodg ­ 
ers was a passeng er in a car 
driv en by Winebaug h when it 
ov erturned in the Hardees lot 
after striking a g uy wire. The 
wire was attached to a utility 
pole used by the defendant Con­ 
tinental 
Telephone. 
Rodg ers 
suffered crushing injuries to 
her rig ht arm, hand and fing ­ 
ers, the suit alleg ed. 
Each of the defendants is 
charg ed with neg lig ently main­ 
taining the g uy wire and failing 
to warn of its dang er to passing 
motorists. Winebaug h, 
the 
driv er of the auto, and Richard­ 
son, the owner of the auto, are 
accused of being responsible 
for neg lig ent driv ing , ex cessiv e 
speed and failure to keep a 
proper outlook.

Meanw'hile. two newspapers 
today reported that FBI ag ents 
discov ered a sev en-pag e docu­ 
ment that includes criticism by 
Miss Hearst of two Sy mbionese 
Liberation Army companions. 
Reports

emerg ed as defense attorney s 
for Miss Hearst prepared for 
Tuesday ’s bail hearing and 
amid inv estig ation of possible 
links between the SLA and ter­ 
rorist bombing s. 
Attorney J ames M. Maclnnis 
had said Sunday that Miss 
Hearst “ will testify ,” but he 
later said: 
“ Miss Hearst may testify . If 
she does not, she will make a 
statement and file an affidav it. 
These latter (the statement and 
affadav it) are not subject to 
cross-ex amination.”

their 21-y ear-old

should be released to them on 
minimal or no bail, said Ma­ 
clnnis, a new member of Miss 
Hearst s defense team.

BONN— Today ’s West Germany 
is a Nibelu ng enlied shrou ded in the 
cov ering mist of u ndercov er Iron 
Cu rtain ag ents. Officials of the hu sh- 
hu sh 
B u nd e sna c hric te nd ie snt 
(BND) intellig ence serv ice tell me 
that they estim ate there are at least 
25,000 in this cou ntry , nearly 12,000 
in West Berlin alone. 
They practice a techniq u e of 
“Überschwemmu ng ,” or inu ndation. 
If one Red ag ent is cau g ht or disap­ 
pears he is replaced by fou r or fiv e. 
German Commu nists call an ag ent 
“K atlg estalit” in the Red jarg on 
who is “on ice” or u nemploy ed be­ 
tween missions, and a larg e nu mber 
are in that statu s. 
Sov iet-planted, German-born spy 
Heinze Felfe, for ex ample, operated 
11 y ears before apprehended. He de­ 
liv ered to the Sov iet Union more 
than 15,000 West German intelli­ 
g ence photog raphs and 300 rolls of 
secret film, and betray ed 9 5 Ameri­ 
can and other Western operativ es. 
Gu nther Gu illau me and his wife 
Christel cam e from E ast Germany 
in the g u ise of refu g ees from Com­ 
mu nism. After Willy Brandt became 
Chancellor, the Sov iet contriv ed to 
hav e Gu illau me become Brandt’s 
assistant, confidant and intimate. 
Bu t Gu illau me tu rned ou t to be an 
East Germ an Army officer work ing 
for the Kremlin and the scandal 
forced Brandt to resig n. 
Moreov er, there is also no q u es­ 
tion whatev er bu t that West Germa­ 
ny ’s Defense Ministry is incredibly 
infiltrated by hidden Red ag ents. 
The classic ex ample is that of 


West German Rear Adm. Hermann 
Lu edk e, 
whose 
ex posu re 
finally 
drov e the adm iral to tak e his life 
with a hu nting rifle in the Eifel 
mou ntains. The scandal promptly 
led to fiv e other su icides: West Ger­ 
man intellig ence Maj. Gen. Horst 
Wentland, the Defense M inistry ’s 
Gerhard Boehnand Liet. Col. Johan­ 
nes Grimm; Economic Ministry of­ 
ficial Hans-Heinrich Schneck ; press 
office librarian Edeltrau d Grapentin. 
NATO, in tu rn, is a siev e. 
NATO’s 
top-secret 
secu rity 
clearance is k nown as COSMIC—an 
acrony m for Coordination of Secu ri­ 
ty Measu res in the International 
Command. Certainly ou r pu blic at 
home has nev er heard of a Tu rk 
named Nahit Imre. Bu t money is to 
espionag e what g asoline is to a mo­ 
torcar and Imre, a NATO financial 
ex pert, held a COSMIC clearance. 
Im re was arrested in Istanbu l, 
i 
Tu rk ey —a Red spy fou nd in the 
NATO headq u arters at Ev ere, Bel­ 
g iu m, near Bru ssels, he was cau g ht, 
relay ing hig hly classified NATO 
m ilitary secrets to two Sov iet 
ag ents, a Romanian and a Yu g oslav . 
At Ev ere, 13 NATO cou ntries’ 
am bassadors sit side by side with 
ou r immensely able U.S. Ambassa­ 
dor to NATO Dav id K. E. Bru ce, who 
came to Ev ere after serv ing in Red 
China. All serv e with their staffs, 
with a top-lev el American m ilitary 
mission and with NATO’s military - 
hierarchy u nder U.S. Gen. Alex an­ 
der M. Haig Jr. 
Practically ev ery thing the Unit­ 
ed States does here in Eu rope or in­ 
tends to do, diplomatically and mili­ 


tarily , req u ires u s to inform NATO— 
ou r decisions and indecisions alik e. 
The United States cannot av oid 
disclosu res becau se u su ally ou r fu ­ 
tu re actions depend on the NATO 
cou ntries’ cooperations and su ch 
NATO ag reements are not easy to 
obtain. What Britain may approv e, 
Italy may reject. So, we lay ou r 
cards on the Ev ere table and answer 
classified q u estions. 
According ly , ou r hig hest inten­ 
tions and immediate capabilities 
ag ainst the Sov iet Union g o from 
President Ford and Secretary Kis­ 
sing er to Ev ere. They g o in g reat se­ 
crecy , bu t at Ev ere they hit the 
siev e. 
Each NATO am bassador refers 
the U.S. information to his own capi­ 
tal. It g oes to his cabinet, ordinarily 
to a defense committee staff and fre­ 
q u ently to warring parliam entary 
factions. 
In v ary ing deg rees, all are cu t in. 
They total abou t 6 00 foreig n diplo­ 
m ats, politicians and soldiers 
sprawling from Oslo to Ank ara, with 
the Red Portu g u ese tak e-ov er fu r­ 
ther complicating the mess. 
Once America’s secrets reach 
certain cou ntries ov er here, they 
continu e throu g h them to the Krem­ 
lin lik e water throu g h a siev e. NATO 
g iv es the U.S.S.R. a ring side seat at 
the Ford-Kissing er conference ta­ 
ble. 
In ou r v u lnerability , we’re lik e a 
man on a tig er. We cannot stop it, we 
cannot steer it and we cannot g et off 
it. By comparison, the Sov iet’s 
alarming West German penetra­ 
tions are lik e a zephy r to a tornado. 
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He a rtbre a k of be ing No. 2 


WASHINGTON (N E A )- The 
g erontoeratic battle of the centu ry , 
Ford v s. Rock efeller for the heav y ­ 
weig ht championship of the White 
Hou se, has tu rned ou t to be a su r­ 
prising ly wee contest. The v ice pres­ 
ident, in g old tru nk s, has landed few 
blows. Six months after assu ming an 
office widely thou g ht to be merely a 
stepping stone to u ltimate power, 
Nelson Rock efeller has retreated to 
his stool—or been ordered to it— 
where he sits almost q u ietly and al­ 
most resig nedly as second best. 


He is in no way so comatose as 
most of his predecessors, in fact or 
fiction. Not for Rock efeller, the woes 
of Alex ander Throttlebottom, the 
fictional v eep in “Of Thee I Sing ” 
who cou ldn’t g et a library card for 
lack of references. Bu t if Rock efel­ 
ler still remains Rock efeller—no 
small title—he nev ertheless is g ain­ 
ing no g rou nd on his boss. 
Actu ally , Rock efeller has in re­ 
cent months dropped far behind the 
President in wnatev er race they 
may hav e had g oing . While Ford has 
g rown in office, Rock efeller may 
fairly be said to hav e shru nk —at 
least competitiv ely . No long er is he 
seriou sly thou g ht to be a major Ford 
worry for the campaig ns ot 1976, no 
long er do many observ er see him as 
a potential back stag e White Hou se 
prime minister. In fact, increasing ­ 
ly , Rock efeller is being described as 
an ag ing man (he’s 6 7 ), a man losing 
his v ig or and perhaps some of his 
ambitions. “Hav e y ou seen him 
close u p?” ask s a Democratic con­ 
g ressman. “He 1ck& s lik e Rick ety - 
fellow.” 


It shou ld be said here that there 
are those who feel the v ice president 
is merely resting for fu tu re wars, 
conv inced that now is not the time, 
politically or promotionally , for one 
u nelected office holder to be peck ing 
away at another. Sev eral White 
Hou se staffers hold this su spicion, 
thu s continu ally feed news reporters 
with denig rating Rock efeller q u otes 
ag ainst the day the money man 
mak es his mov e and aides can cho­ 
ru s they told u s so. 


Yet if Rock efeller is not y et re­ 
tired to su bserv iency he mimics the 
illu sion well. He falls ov er himself 
with praise for the President, calling 
him “brilliant” one hou r, and g u lp, 
comparing him with Chu rchill the 
nex t. 
To those who k now Rock efeller 
this ring s with as mu ch credibility 
as the v ice president’s statement to 
the National Urban Coalition that 
the only reason he promoted the war 
in Vietnam for so many y ears was to 
appease the powers in Washing ton. 
You don't k ick people in the shins if 
y ou need their fav ors, he said, thu s 
disremembering all the times he has 
k ick ed people in the shins to force 
their fav ors. 
Bey ond this, Rock efeller has g iv ­ 
en u p interest or participation in a 
nu mber of enterprises desig ned to 
promote his own fortu nes. He has re­ 
sig ned from the Commission on Crit­ 
ical Choices, a g rou p he created, it’s 
thou g ht, to footpath his bid for the 
presidency . He has also retreated 
somewhat from the brash opinions 
of his earlier day s in office, as when 
one day he rapped Cong ress for fail-

ing to sav e Vietnam and the nex t day 
su g g ested it was too late for help 
any way . If this diminished his own 
statu re as a statesman, it also is no 
g ood for the administration, thu s it’s 
believ ed Rock efeller did not alone 
decide to redu ce the rhetoric. 
No dou bt Rock efeller has also 
had neg ativ e help from other sou rc­ 
es in the diminishing of his political 
potentiality . He is said to be v ery so­ 
bered by the noise lev el of conserv a­ 
tiv e sentiment ag ainst him: “They 
hate his g u ts,” as Barry Goldwater 
pu ts it. A national Repu blican com­ 
mitteeman say s Rock efeller “can’t 
help bu t be wisened” by rig ht wing 
criticism, “I think he k nows now 
they will nev er allow him to be the 
party choice, and at his ag e this 
mu st be heartbreak ing —his last 
chance, as it were.” 
Bu t if Rock efeller’s enemies, 
strateg ies or resig nations hav e con­ 
tribu ted to his present condition, 
Jerry Ford is the primary architect 
of the situ ation. Ev en thou g h Rock e­ 
feller does the rig ht thing , as in 
ex panding his CIA inv estig ation to 
inclu de the alleg ations of interna­ 
tional assassination plots, he is ou t­ 
flank ed or ov erru led by nu mber one. 
Nobody look s for a strong v ice presi­ 
dent when the president has mu scle 
enou g h. 
And so it is that Rock efeller may 
hav e learned his place. Not long ag o 
while calling the President, Rock e­ 
feller introdu ced himself as “Gov er­ 
nor Rock efeller,” then said, u h, 
well, “y ou k now who I am .” Oh y es, 
the operator replied, “the v ice presi­ 
dent.” 
Indeed, the VICE president.

WASHINGTON (N E A )- The re­ 
cession has increased bank ing ’s in­ 
flu ence—a neg ativ e influ ence—on 
many U.S. companies. It is a situ a­ 
tion ev en the bank ers lik e not at 11. 
Nev ertheless, the long er the re­ 
cession lasts, the more companies 
will be inv olv ed and the deeper they 
will fall u nder bank direction. The 
size of their debts and the scantiness 
or absence of profits mak es pay ­ 
ment now impossible for many of 
these companies and problematical 
for some y ears to come. 
Becau se half the major bank s in 
this cou ntry are ov er-ex tended with 
bad and shak y loans, and therefore 
ex ceeding ly cau tiou s abou t new 
commitments, recov ery from the 
recession will be low. 
And indu strial ex pansion will 
continu e to be lack adaisical ev en af­ 
ter the recession ends. 
As a resu lt, U.S. indu stry will lik e­ 
ly continu e to lag behind that in Ja ­ 
pan and the major cou ntries of West 
Eu rope in new inv estment as a per­ 
centag e of total ou tpu t, g u arantee­ 
ing for y ears to come a rate of u nem­ 
ploy ment considerably abov e what 
is necessary . 
The bank s, as* noted, will be act­ 
ing to protect their loans and cu t 


their losses. They now find them ­ 
selv es with so many bad and m ar­ 
g inal debts they mu st, ou t of self 
protection, wipe ou t a company 
ov ernig ht for its assets, rip ou t m an­ 
ag ement and pu t in their own or lay 
down strict ru les on how the debtor 
company operates. 
Already dev eloping is a strong 
tendency to tu rn down loans for ex ­ 
pansion and modernization—to hold 
down harshly on all new credit ex ­ 
cept to the prim e-am ong -prim e 
companies and to g o slow ev en with 
these fav ored concerns. All of which 
strang les those y ou ng indu stries on 
the cu tting edg e of technolog ical 
prog ress, on which mu ch of ou r in­ 
du strial adv ance depends. 
The normal cau tion of bank ers, 
intensified by their natu ral reaction 
to the sou r loan portfolios they ac­ 
q u ired in past y ears of reck less lend­ 
ing , especially in constru ction, ho­ 
tels, tru ck ing , food serv ice franchis­ 
es and real estate has been intensified 
by strong adv ice from men work ing 
u nder the direction of Arthu r Bu rns, 
chairm an of the Federal Reserv e 
Board, and by other reg u latory 
ag encies. The adv ice, time and 
ag ain, is don’t loan, retrench, hold 
u p, hold back . That adv ice is so driv ­ 
en in by now, ev en a radical shift by 


Bu rns and the Federal Reserv e 
mig ht hav e little or no effect. 
Bu t what indu stry needs today is 
to stik e ou t with innov ations, to ex ­ 
pand where ex pansion is ju stified, to 
bu ild the base for increasing em ­ 
ploy ment and to instill the new 
methods and machinery needed to 
lower costs and cu t inflation. 


Indu stry ’s plig ht has been made 
worse by a dry ing u p of non-bank 
sou rces of capital—by the cau tion 
of inv estors and the roaring inflation 
which pu shed costs of produ ction, 
especially the cost of borrowed mon­ 
ey and of energ y , so hig h that many 
companies hav e not been able to 
mak e ends meet. 


The companies too are bu rdened 
with a plethora of reg u lations, how­ 
ev er desirable objectiv ely , which 
hav e pu shed u p costs u nmercifu lly — 
produ ct safety , anti-pollu tion, em- 
ploy -safety —all institu ted within a 
brief span of y ears. No one q u estions 
the im portance of these concepts. 
Bu t little or no prov ision was made 
to enable companies to meet these 
rapid, often larg e calls on their 
av ailable capital. Nor was consider­ 
ation g iv en to the pressu res these 
new req u irem ents pu t on the profit 
marg ins of small companies. 


As Portuga l goes 
so goes Spain

No one is watching the u nfold­ 
ing ev ents in Portu g al more 
closely than that cou ntry ’s Ibe­ 
rian neig hbor, Spain. 
The two cou ntries hav e more 
in common than their g eog raphi­ 
cal prox imity on the same penin­ 
su la. Portu g al was tig htly ru led 
for 40 y ears, from 1928 to 1968, by 
rig htist dictator Antonio Salazar. 
Spain has been similarly ru led 
since 1936 by Gen. Francisco 
Franco. 
What has been happening to 
Portu g al since the ov erthrow of 
the su ccessor reg ime to Salazar 
by Gen. Antonio de Spinola in 
April 19 74, and the su bseq u ent 
ou ster of Spinola by Marx ists and 
Commu nists in the Portu g u ese 
military , has “had a dramatic 
impact on the Spanish g ov ern­ 
ment, which realizes that its day 
of reck oning is close at hand,” 
writes James Roberts in the con­ 
serv ativ e week ly Hu man Ev ents. 
Franco is 84, He su ffered a 
strok e last y ear. It is g iv en that he 
cannot cling to power mu ch long ­ 
er. When he dies, Spain will enter 
an u neasy transition period that 
in all lik elihood will lead either to 
some form of limited democratic 
g ov ernment or to a Commu nist 
dominated state in the sty le of 
Portu g al. 


Prince Ju an Carlos is k nown to 
be one of those who realize Spain 
mu st mov e to a more democratic 
g ov ernment. Prime Minister Car­ 
los Arias Nav arrol has stated his 


belief in “controlled dem ocracy .” 
Bu t g iv en the Spanish people’s 
lack of ex perience with the demo­ 
cratic process and the certainty 
that the Commu nists will attem pt 
to ex acerbate the stresses within 
Spanish society —the Basq u e in­ 
dependence mov ement is one ex ­ 
ample—there may not be enou g h 
time after Franco g oes for a slow, 
g radu al shift to a constitu tional 
monarchy with self-g ov ernment 
beg inning at the local lev el and 
work ing u p to the national lev el, 
as these leaders plan. 
Thou g htfu l leaders in the 
Spanish g ov ernment are well 
aw are of the dang ers that con­ 
front them . Many prom inent 
Spaniards, say s Roberts, believ e 


that it wou ld be better for Franco 
to resig n now and many 'of his in­ 
tim ates are pressu ring him to do 
so, withou t mu ch su ccess. In the 
face of this intransig ence, they 
are proceeding on their own with 
plans for a post-Franco g ov ern­ 
ment. 
Yet it is far from a foreg one 
conclu sion that Spain mu st g o the 
way of Portu g al. The economy is 
thriv ing , the armed forces are 
relativ ely free of leftist influ ence 
and the cou ntry appears far more 
resilient and better able to adapt 
to chang e than was Portu g al. 
Abov e all, notes Roberts, the 
Spanish hav e Protu g al’s ex ample 
to illu minate many of the pitfalls 
that lie in Spain’s way . 
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“Th e CIA’s a ctivitie s to d a y a re ca rrie d o u t with in th e limits o f 
its sta tu to ry a u th o rity.”

A y ear’s y ield fro m fo u r 
to six go ats is needed fo r a 
sweater.

CHICAGO (A P)— “ Whaddya think of that! 
Thirty-five points looks good, doesn’t it?” 
Bert Jones playfully punched an interveiwer 
in the shoulder. He was fresh from passing and 
running the Baltimore Colts to a 35-7 victory 
Sunday over the Chicago Bears in a National 
Football League season opener. 
For Ted Marchibroda. striving to hoist the 
Colts out of the doldrums, it was an inpressive 
head coaching debut. For Jack Pardee, also 
starting his first season at the helm of an NFL 
team, it was a disaster. 
“ When we got to our dressing room before 
the game we tound six inches of sewage from 
backed up pipes so we went out there and stunk 
up the field,” Pardee declared. 
Jones connected on 15 of 24 passes for 177 
yards and rushed four times in key spots for 41 
yards. The third-year quarterback out of LSU 
hit Glenn Doughty with a pair of touchdown 
tosses and set up two more scores with his sun­ 
ning and throwing. 
“ Our guys were running good routes and I 
had time to get the ball to them,” Jones said, 
adding praise for veteran tight end Raymond 
Chester, who snared five passes for 73 yards. 
“ Anytime Raymond can get away fast, 1 
know that he can beat ’em,” Jones said. “ He’s 
got enough speed that they’ve got to respect his 
deep threat.” 
The Colts played almost flawless football, 
giving up no fumbles or interceptions. 
“ I can’t recall our making too many mis­ 


takes,” Marchibroda said. “ We had to play Colt 
football and that is good, sound football.” 
The thashing of a Bear team that had under­ 
gone a much-heralded facelift that placed 23 
newcomers on the roster and ushered out a 
number of veterans triggered some early sea­ 
son predictions. 
‘I suspect our team is going to surprise a few 
people this year,” Chester declared. “ I ’m wait­ 
ing for Oakland to kick Miami’s butt and then 
come in for an easy week. It’s not what you 
were before. It’s what have you done lately. 
Even this game is in the past. It’s what’s up 
front that counts.” 
In the Bears dressing room, Pardee said, “ It 
was that kind of day. 
“ The team showed character in not giving 
up completely against a team which played 
well,” he said. “ Jones played very well and he 
did what we anticipated. He made good plays 
but he also had to scramble a couple of times 
and turned them into touchdowns. He was hot 
and his receivers caught everything. Our trou­ 
ble was execution.” 
Big rush man Wally Chambers shook his 
head glumly. 
“ Defeat is defeat,” he said. “ No matter 
what causes it, you’re gonna get the same 
vibes. 1 think we finally have the skilled people 
but we haven’t put it together as a team.” 
Wally acknowledged that he was impressed 
by the Jones style of quarterbacking. 
“ He has all the makings of a great quarter­ 
back. I look for Baltimore to go pretty good this 
year, just because of Bert Jones, himself.” 


Re d Sox ha v e to do without Rice, 
the Oriole s a re running out of time

The Baltimore Orioles are a 
September club and if the Bos­ 
ton Red Sox are going to be an 
October club, they’ll have to do 
it without Jim Rice. 
Rice, the rookie sensation 
who ranks second in the Ameri­ 
can League with 102 R BI, suf­ 
fered a broken left hand in Sun­ 
day’s 6-5 Boston victory over 
the Detroit Tigers. He will be 
out for the rest of the season. 
Whether that season lasts be­ 
yond the regular schedule and 
then beyond the AL playoffs is 
up to other Red Sox players. 
Not Jim Rice. 
And whether Baltim ore’s 
September surge will lead the 
October glory is also up to the 
Red Sox. 
“ We should have been play­ 
ing like this all year,” said 
Brooks Robinson after the Ori­ 
oles blanked Milwaukee 3-0 as 
Mike Torrez notched his 20th 
victory with a two-hitter. “ The 
guys seem to get turned on in 
September. But it might be too 
late this year.” 
Today, the Red Sox are 3% 
games up on the Orioles, need­ 
ing any combination of Boston 
victories and Baltimore losses 
totaling five to win the AL East 
title. 
But capturing the title will be 
more difficult without Rice, a 
poised, 22-year-old with a .309 
batting average and 22 home 
runs. 
The young outfielder was in­ 
jured by a Vern Ruhle pitch in 
the second inning.

He was then 
taken to Detroit’s Ford Hospi­ 
tal, where a hospital spokes­ 
man said he had a broken 
fourth metacarpal.

an d my lu n g was u p by the n ex t 
day . i^Ul they hav e to ld me is 
that lu n gs so metimes co llap se 
fo r n o reaso n , an d that they 
do n ’t k n o w why the first two 
tu bes didn ’t wo rk . 
Please giv e me so me in fo r­ 
matio n abo u t this. I still hav e 
p ain in bo th lu n gs so metimes. I 
smo k ed fo r sev eral y ears bu t 
q u it a y ear ago . I can n o w tell 
an y o n e that if I can q u it smo k ­ 
in g an y o n e can .

“These crimes seem so bi­ 
zarre, so sen seless, so p o in t­ 
less,’’ said Whiteside, 33, the 
CBl agen t assign ed to track 
do wn tho se co mmittin g what 
Go v . Richard Lamm called 
“o n e o f the greatest o u trages in 
the histo ry o f the Western 
caltle in du stry .’’ 


The p attern was set in Co lo ­ 
rado o n e n ight in Ap ril, ju st 
after the sn o ws melted. A 
ran cher in Elbert Co u n ty , east 
o f Co lo rado Sp rin gs, fo u n d the 
shell o f a dead co w, its to n gu e, 
sex o rgan s, rectu m an d o ther 
bo dy p arts carefu lly carv ed 
o u t. 
Sin ce then , sheriffs in almo st 
20 o f the p lain s co u n ties o f east­ 
ern Co lo rado hav e rep o rted 128 
mo re 
mu tilated 
cattle, 
in ­ 
clu din g a do zen in recen t 
week s. 


Whiteside said the Co lo rado 
cases bear strik in g similarities 
to in ciden ts that first o ccu rred 
at the tu rn o f the decade in 
Min n eso ta, then sp read to Ne­ 
brask a, Kan sas, Ok laho ma an d 
Tex as. Sin ce mu tilatio n s began 
in Co lo rado , o thers hav e been 
rep o rted in Wy o min g, Mo n tan a, 
New Mex ico an d, this mo n th, 
Idaho . 
“The sheer n u mber o f rep o rt­ 
ed mu tilatio n s len ds itself to 
the idea that so me k in d o f o r­ 
gan ized gro u p is do in g it,’’ 
Whiteside said. “The mo tiv e is 
the p ro blem. In mo st crimin al 
cases, y o u fin d the mo tiv e, an d 
y o u ’ll fin d the crimin al. 


“Yo u u n derstan d the p ro fit 
mo tiv e in a ro bbery , o r lu st in 
rap e, o r whatev er. Bu t as I 
said, this crime is sen seless. 
Tbere’s certain ly n o p ro fit mo ­ 
tiv e. The bo dy p arts they ’re 
tak in g are n o t wo rth an y thin g.’’ 
Cattlemen hav e begu n p o st­ 
in g armed gu ards at n ight. Be­ 
cau se o f theo ries that the mu ­ 
tilato rs are u sin g a helico p ter, 
there hav e been u n co rro bo rated 
rep o rts that cho p p ers hav e 
been fired o n . 
Ran chers are accu sto med to 
dead cattle. 
The 
ran cher’s 
gu idelin e fo r gen eratio n s has 
been that 2 p er cen t o f a herd 
will be lo st to disease o r weath­ 
er. 
Why the fu ss o v er 129 cattle, 
so me o f which hav e been 
p ro v ed in labo rato ry tests to 
hav e been mu tilated by an imal 
p redato rs o r carv ed u p after 
dy in g n atu ral deaths? 
Sheriff Geo rge Yamell o f El­ 
bert Co u n ty , the hardest-hit 
area with 63 mu tilatio n s, said: 
“It’s also the p rin cip le o f the 
thin g. They ’re do in g this an d 
gettin g by with it” 


Yo u r lu n gs are really a 
co llectio n o f small ballo o n s all 
co n n ected to gether filled with 
air. Usu ally a p erso n with y o u r 
p ro blem has a small blister-lik e 
area at the u p p er tip o f the lu n g. 
This blister break s cau sin g a 
ho le in the lu n g an d air leak s 
o u t o f the lu n g in to the sp ace 
between the lu n gs an d the chest 
wall. 
Tho se little blisters are called 
blebs, an d y o u may hav e been 
bo rn with o n e o r mo re. Wlien 
o n e break s the ho le that resu lts 
heals while the lu n g is co llap s­ 
ed. The lu n g is p atched by 
n atu re. Then the air in the 
sp ace between the lu n g an d 
y o u r chest wall is abso rbed an d 
the lu n g ex p an ds again . This 
wo u ld o ccu r in time in mo st 
cases witho u t in sertin g a tu be 
to drain o ff the ex cess air o u t­ 
side the lu n g, bu t it tak es a lo n g 
time that way . 
Why did the first two tu bes 
thro u gh y o u r chest wall n o t 
wo rk ? It is a go o d bet that the 
lu n g 
was 
n o t 
co mp letely 
co llap sed an d p art o f the lu n g 
wrap p ed aro u n d the o p en en d o f 
the tu be. When the tu be was in ­ 
serted higher where the lu n g 
was co llap sed away fro m the 
chest wall, the o p en en d o f the 
tu be was to o far away fro m the 
lu n g fo r this to hap p en an d it 
wo rk ed. 
The tu be wo rk s by allo win g 
the air to be p u shed o u t o f the 
sp ace between the lu n gs an d 
chest wall as the lu n g ex p an ds. 
This sp eeds u p the p ro cess 
en o rmo u sly . 
Yo u may n ev er hav e an y 
mo re o f these ep iso des bu t if 
y o u hav e a clu ster o f blebs 
(blisters) at the tip o f y o u r 
lu n gs, y o u co u ld hav e o n e o f 
them break again . When a p er­ 
so n has sev eral ep iso des an d 
su ch a p ro blem it is so metimes 
a go o d idea to remo v e the small 
area o f the lu n g where the blebs 
are. 
This ep iso de do es n o t mean 
y o u hav e serio u s lu n g disease 
o r that it will sho rten o r 
o therwise affect y o u r life. I 
agree y o u sho u ld n o t smo k e an d 
am again st smo k in g fo r health 
reaso n s, bu t I’ll hav e to tell y o u 
that y o u r p ro blem is p ro bably 
u n related to cigarettes.
